activities of the firm

Wilt Add Force 


"In order to carry forward this 


expansion program it will be neces- 
sary for the National! Pants com- 
pany to add between 75 and 100 per- 
eons to their present force of em- 
ployees which will bring the total 
number employed at the local plant 
to between 400 and 450 persons. The 
new arrangement will increase the 
present annual payroll of $225,000 10

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TROUBLES OF THE MAP-MAKERS 
T 


HE totalitarian and corporative states have posed many a 


problem for the modern world; and we of the democracies 


have expressed our sympathy with various victims time and 


again. 


Mostly, however, we've neglected to mention the map- 


makers in "this connection—and they deserve a kindly nod for 
the tribulations they've undergone since the "painter of Mun- 
ich," the "bald piper of Rome," Farm-hand Franco and the 
little but mighty military men of Japan began to cut and carve 
and divide up among themselves the territories of other nations. 


Territorial setups have been changing with almost over- 


night suddenness during the past half-dozen years—in central 
Europe, in Africa, in Spain, in the Far East. And the men who 
make the maps have had their hands full as a consequence. 
Where they formerly would prepare a map that would stand for 
• a t least a decade, they now face the prospect of printing a map 
in one month and seeing it become obsolete, the next. 


You may take the word of the National Geographic So- 


ciety for it. 
This widely famed organization, which is one of 


the "few that gathers and publishes maps of the entire world, has 
been forced to develop a new map-making machine to keep 
pace with the boundary changes being effected by Hitler, Mus- 
solini, Franco and the Jap generals. 


It is a camera which photographs with great precision the 


names of cities, towns, rivers, states, counties, and geographical 
boundaries so that when a master map is being prepared for 
reproduction, several experts can work on it at once to locate 
them speedily and accurately. 


And it is now in use in the preparation of a new map of 


Europe which is to be completed as soon as the European na 
lions decide what land belongs to which—when and if. 
In fact 


its use for this purpose is now so constant that a second one 
just like it, is being constructed in a further effort to keep pace 
with the boundary shifts. 


Take a look at a map of Europe publishedvlast January 


or February; a map of China printed last April, or a map of 
Spain published only last week if you would realize for your 
self what the map-makers are up against.

Problem

READ TO SMALL TOTS 


For 20 years I have been trying 


to prevail upon parents, librarians 
and teachers to read to young chil- 
dren rather than to tell them stories. 
Even ten or 15 years ago nearly 
every librarian or teacher of young 
children whom I would talk with on 
the subject •was either indifferent 
or antagonistic to the idea. Story- 
telling was the rage everywhere, and 
it was generally assumed that pa-r- 
ente should imitate the expert story- 
teller at the school or library. 


Crusading; For It 


In 1925 appeared my first pub- 


lished appea.1 in "The Learner and 
His Attitude." Since then I have 
been crusading for this practice as 
teacher, lecturer and writer. Those 
who have read my column for sev- 
eral years know of my persistence in 
this matter. You know that I have 
seen my dreams come true in the fa- 
mous Mothers' Room of the Youngs- 
town public library. And if you 
have been reading recent books on 
education in the nursery school and 
kindergarten, 
you 
have 
seen 
a 


strong 
swing toward reading 
to 


young children. While I am not so 
stupid as to suppose I brought this 
all about, I have found a great deal 
of satisfaction in observing the de- 
velopment that I pleaded for, being 
about the first in the field, it seems. 
Hundreds of letters from parents 
over the United States and Canada 
give documentary evidence that I 
have stimulated reading to young 
children in the'home. 


Time For Heading: 


Prom a book by Josephine Foster, 


principal of the kindergarten and 
nursery school of the University of 
Minnesota, we learn that some time 
at least, is devoted to reading to the 
young child in that institution. A 
few years ago May Hill Arbuthnot, 
writing in Childhood Education, ac- 
knowledged values in reading stories 
to children in the nursery school and 
kindergarten, though she consid- 
ered telling stories far superior, as 
a rule. Ten years ago leaders in the 
field of childhood education didn't 
even mention reading to young chil- 
dren, so far as I can ascertain. 


In the recent book by Dr. Ruth 


Updegraff and associates of Iowa 
State university, one gathers that 
reading to children (first in groups 
of two or three, then larger groups) 
is the prevailing practice there. In 
it is written: 


"Literature 
is included in the 


school environment in many ways. 
Stories and poetry are read to chil- 
dren either in groups or as individ- 
uals. They are read at any appro- 
priate time, by request or in connec- 
tion with another activity or experi- 
ence, or at more or lesa regular 
times." 


LINGUISTS OF THE CONCRETE 


A former bus driver, in an article in the current issue of American 


Speech, indicates that a brand-new language is building up around the 
modern bus transportation industry. 
Railroading is still marked by 


picturesque terms, many of which are in good dictionary standing, while 
the orirushing science of avaition has created many new words for brand- 
new developments.

Anybody who can improve on the word clunk for an ancient, worn-out, 
creaky bus is entitled to a prize for linguistic creativeness.

We have idle money and idle men largely 
because of the attitude of the administration toward industrial and eco- 
nomic matters.

Proved Fruitless

ITHACA, N. Y.—Little or no suc- 


cess is in store for would-be prod- 
ucers of raw silk, in the United 
States, it was stated recently by of- 
ficials of the New York State Col- 
lege of Agriculture at, Cornell uni- 
versity., Many persons have written 
asking if there!is any opportunity in 


the growing of mulberry trees and 
the feeding of silk worms, 


Most inquiries have been 
from 


elderly 
persons 
in 
metropolitan 


centers, and interest is attributed 
possibly to silk-boycotts and to the 
belief that silk could be produced 
here. 


"Our native mulberry, and sev- 


eral other species, have been tried 
for 
feeding silkworms, but 
with 


little success 
in America," Prof. 


M. B. Hoffman of the pomology de- 
partment at Cornell stated. 


Great Effort Mn.de 


"No greater effort was ever made 


in the history of the country to 
develop any branch of agriculture 
than was made to start a silk In- 
dustry. 
It 
started 
about 
1630. 


Hundreds of trees were imported 
from China; some little silk was 
produced, but the whole venture 
proved to be a failure. 


"Those mulberry trees on which 


the silk worms fed were not hardy 
in the northern part of the United 
States, and all winter-killed. 
In 


the south, the trees lived, but the 
worms did not seem to thrive and 
failed to produce silk in anything 
like satisfactory 
quantities. 
The 


attempts to build a silk industry 
lasted about 200 years. Fortunes ot 
many thrifty men were wrecked in 
bankruptcy."

Hospital Employes 


Are Exempt From 
Minimum Wage Law 


( I n t e r n a t i o n a l News Service) 


HARRISBURG, 
Jan. 6. — Em- 


ployes in hospital laundrie.s operat- 
ed on a non-commerciai basis today 
were exempted from Pennsylvania's 
minimum wage law for women find 
minors passed during the 1937 regu- 
lar session of the legislature. 


Attcrney General Guy K. Bard, in 


a formal opinion, advised Secretary 
of Labor and Industry Ralph M. 
Bashore that hospital laundries, cm- 
ploying women and minors and op- 
erated as charitable institutions arc 
entitled to retain their charitable 
character. 


"It is the settled law of Pennsyl- 


vania," Bard ruled, "that as long us 
a charitable institution keeps within 
the aubit of its charitable activities 
and uses its property directly for 
charitable uses, it- retains its char- 
itable character. 


"But whenever the organization 


engages in trade or a commercial 
activity for the purpose of increas- 
ing its revenues or making any part 
of its operation self-supporting, the 
trade features of its activities arc 
subject to taxation., .and this is 
true even though the revenue de- 
rived from the business is dcvcted to 
the support of charity."

WHAT MUST BE DONE WHEN 


ECZEMA DEVELOPS? 


Already we have discussed what a 


discouraging job it is to try to cure 
your baby when he is allergic to 
some thing in his food and has de- 
veloped eczema. 


Let us suppose now that the baby 


is being fed on cow's milk and de- 
velopes 
eczema at the age if ons 


month. There are several steps that 
can be taken. The first, and per- 
haps the easiest, is to cook the milk 
for a prolonged period, for this will 
change the character or the pro- 
teins contained in the milk, and 
baby may not be sensitive to these 
changed proteins. 


This cooking should take place in 


the upper half of a double boiler and 
it should be continued for at least 
two hours. During this cooking the 
milk will change in'appearance and 
become yellower and it will be more 
digestible. 


Another way to change the pro- 


tein in the milk which is bothering 
your child is to use evaporated milk. 
Now this product is boiled for a con- 
siderable time during the evapora- 
tion process and so the proteins are 
changed. 
' There are various types of patent- 
ed baby foods on the market which 
are supposed to replace milk and 
•which contain no milk protein at all. 
However, I would advise mothers not 
to resort to these without the spec- 
ific instruction of a doctor. 


Let us assume that one of the 


above methods of changing pro- 
teins has besn successful, and that 
your baby's eczema is improving. It 
is now time that the child received 
his Vitamins C and D. These may 
cause him to have more eczema. 


Let us say that w» start the baby- 


on a fruit juice. He should be given 
some the first day, and then none 
on the three succeeding days. If the 
eczema gets worse in that time then 
•we know that it is the juice that is 
doing it. Then you can carry out the 
same routine with some other juice. 
If the eczema rash continues to be 
Aggravated by these, then it is of- 
t'en a good idea to gei some tablets 
that are on the market and which 
contains 
pure 
vitamin 
C. These 


rarely cause trouble. 
. When the problem so far as Vi- 
tamin C is solved, then some exper- 
imenting must be carried on to see 
•\vhat product containing it gives him 
the least trouble. 
; Cereals and vegetables are next 
added to the diet, and these addi- 
tjons should be made in the same 
cjareful way. Otherwise you may find 
the poor little baby again covered 
with an itchy eczema rash. 
' One of the main things to keep 


in mind, however, when you are 
carefully trying to eliminate any 
food that your child is sensitive to, 
is that a fat, healthy baby, even if 
it suffers some from eczema is pre- 
ferable to a thin, unhealthy 
baby 


with no eczema. What I am trying 
to tell you is that the treatment 
of eczema in a child should never 
be so extreme and drastic as to clear 
his iash at the expense of his gen- 
eral health. 


I know it muy sound rather un- 


necessary for me to say this to par- 
ents, but actually I 
have known 


mothers who became so determined 
in their efforts to clear up the baby's 
eczema that they jeopardized 
the 


child's health.

Thanks Roosevelt

LONDON, Jan. 6—In a move un- 


precedented in modern times, Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain last 
night formally thanked President 
Roosevelt on behalf of Great Britain 
for his message to congress in which 
he lashed the dictators and mar- 
shalled the strength of democracy 
against intolerance and aggression. 


Stressing the "vital role of Ameri- 


can democracy in 
world 
affairs," 


Chamberlain swept aside traditional 
British reticence by issuing a formal 
statement applauding the sentiments 
expressed by Mr. Roosevelt in his 
•widcly-brcadcast address. 


It was the first lime in recent 


memory that a British prime min- 
ister had chosen to speak formally 
on behalf of his government in con- 


nection with a speech made by an 
American president to his congress. 


The statement follows: 
"Nobody who is charged 
with 


heavy responsibilities of government 
could fail to be impressed by the 
solemn words with which the presi- 
dent of the United States yesterday 
greeted the elected 
representatives 


of the American people. 


"In these islands where we are so 


close to the realization that only 
through freedom and peace can we 
hope to maintain and develop for 
ourselves and those coming after us 
the benefits for which we labored 
for generations, the sentiments ex- 
pressed by the president will be wel- 
comed as yet another indication of 
the vital role of American democ- 
racy in world affairs and its devo- 
tion to the ideal of ordered human 
progress.''

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6, - T h e 


House Labor committee is "perfect- 
ly willing" ;o consider any propos- 
als for changing the Wagner labor 
act. Rep Mary T. Norton (D) of 
New Jersey, said today, but she add- 
ed that her committee would not 
permit itself to be rushed into tak- 
ing action. 


That is also the position of the 


committee with regard to altering 
the wage-hour act, Mrs. Norton de- 
clared. Numerous amendments have 
been proposed to each law, with the 
American Federation of Labor lead- 
ing the tight for revision of the 
Wagner labor relations act. 


"The committee is perfectly will- 


ing to consider any amendments to 
the labor relations act, but person- 
ally I think Senator Wagner should 
be consulted 
before anything 
is 


done," she said. 


Correct Imperfections 


"If either law contains imperfec- 


tions we want to correct them. I 
know there have been numerous 
complaints regarding the Wagner 
act and I am certain that if perfect- 
ing amendments to it are needed, 
congress will act 


"However, 
from 
what 
I 
have 


heard, the bulk of the complaints 
seem to have been against the ad- 
ministration of the act by the Na- 
tional Labor Relations board. Per- 
haps if a new member is named to 
the board the situation will remedy 
itself and no change in the law will 
be required." 


President Roosevelt last summer 


announced he -planned to reappoint 
Donald" Wakefield Smith to the 
board, but the A. F. of L. is opposed 
to Smith. His decisions, the feder- 
•ation charged, have been prejudiced 
in favor of the CIO, the A. F. of L/s 
rival.

accused prison officials and guards 
to be tried, "was in full control ot 
the prison at the time," testified 
Dr Frederick S. Baldi, acting su- 
perintendent of county prisons. Dr. 
Baldi, a prison physician at the 
time of the deaths which aroused 
nation-wide horror last August, de- 
scribed conditions of "excessive heat 
and no ventilation" he found when 
he entered the narrow punishment 
cells to administer to the victims. 


Previously, Assistant District At- 


torney John A. Boyle, also placing 
blame on the dtputy warden, asked 
the jury of five women and seven 
men to bring in a verdict of second 
degree murder against Craven, on 
trial specifically for the death of 
Frank Comodeca. 
The maximum 


penalty for that degree is 10 to 
20 years. 


Convicts To Testify 


"Dr. Baldi resisted efforts by de- 


fense counsel to show that former 
-superintendent William B. Mills, 
also charged with murder, had sole 
authority at the prison. "The super- 
intendent," he testified, "cannot al- 
ways be at the prison, and ^the dep- 
uty wardens are in charge." 


The physician admitted, however, 


that the superintendent could over- 
rule the deputy guards. 


Twenty-one other convicts, be- 


sides the four who died, were con- 
fined for more than 60 hours in the 
isolation cells following a "hunger 
strike" at Holmesburg. They are ex- 
pected to testify for the prosecution. 


Separate trials were granted to 


five prison officials accused of mur- 
der while five guards are to be tried 
later on manslaughter charges. 


Craven and the others may be 


tried for each of the four deaths 
separately, in line with Judge Robert 
R Lamberton's decision,over-ruling 
a'defense motion that the deaths 
resulted from one action and that 
Craven should be tried for all four 
deaths at once.

It is one of a dozen 
new trends which have been creat- 
ing a revolution in our business and 
social lives, It started in 1900 but 
did not become a serious factor until 
business hit the skids in 1930.

into the

The following statement is 


hard to believe, but it is a fact: The 
depression is leaving us with more 
women employed than ever before! 


One-Third Of Women Work 


John D. Biggers, who ran the 1937 


job census for President Roosevel 
from here in Washington, has this 
to say on the question of wome 
job-holders: 


More than a third of all work- 
' ers are women—nearly 15.000.- 


000—compared 
with 
40,000,000 


men. 
In 1930. 24 per cent of 


women ever 16 years old had 
jobs.

So, with 
women cheaper to hire—and often 
brighter and more loyal than men- 
nothing is more logical than to have 
the women get the jobs. 


Women Getting: Bi£ Jobs 


My guess is that within 20 years 


many men holding key positions in 
industry will be tossed out and their 
jobs will be taken by women, This 
change is inevitable. Every business 
man is familiar with a concern in 
which the brains are furnished by 
a woman, even though men serve to 
give 
the 
company 
a 
masculine 


"front". 


This trend is growing stronger 


every day. Only a month or so ago 
a woman was elected secretary of 
one of the big western railroads. It 
is the first time a woman has ever 
held an important official position 
on a railroad, even though railroads 
have more women than men stock- 
holders. Only a few days ago—for 
the first time on record—a woman 
was made a director of a big utility 
concern. 


We have all seen women getting 


into public office, although I think 
they fit into business better than 
they do into politics. 
Two exam- 


ples of how women can become just 
as thick-skinned as men are Secre- 
tary of Labor Frances Perkins and 
Federal Judge Florence Allen. They 
set a good gcal because one handi- 
cap which most business women 
have is lack of ability to "take it on 
the chin". Men better watch out 
when women learn to get "tough"! 


Industry is filled with so many 


male stuffed shirts that it will be a 
pushover for aggressive women to 
grab their jcbs as soon as they get 
the new training that is open to 
them. I refer to schools and col- 
leges that now especially train wo- 
men for executive positions in busi- 
ness. 


Started In Kitchen 


The mechanization of the kitchen 


:ouched off this wholesale migra- 
tion of women into business. It all 
started in the home and that is 
where the battle is the hottest right 
now. The modern husband must be 
sensible about the whole problem. 
It is a biological fact that a boy and a 


irl may inherit qualities from any 
branch of the family tree. 
1 The girl may inherit her father's 
red hair and his business traits. 
Similarly, a boy may have his moth- 
er's black hair and her domestic 


qualities. If the wife has the busi- 
ness 
ability, 
then 
the 
husband 


should stay at home and give the 
baby tin bottle, while the Mrs, goes 
.out and does the bread-winning! 
This is necessary to cut down un- 
employment. 


I know that working wives can 


build up a good case foi themselves. 
It is pretty harsh medicine to fire a 
smart, aggressive woman whose hus- 
band does not earn enough to main- 
tain the family's living standard. 
If such is the case, then the man 
should quit his job and learn to be 
a good "household engineer". 


Some will say—and under normal 


conditions I would agree with them 
—that our lives are already too mi- 
nutely regulated by a paternal gov- 
ernment. 
But here is a case where 


we would jointly protect the home 
and justly redistribute jobs. 


Cut Unemployment One Million 
I would not want to see single wo- 


men and wives purged from office 
and factory. But I am sure that, 
for a time, we must put a stop to 
these cases where both 
husband 


and wife are working. It may be 
okay when there are jobs to burn, 
but right now about 9,000,000 people 
cannot fine work and 3,000.000 fami- 
lies are being supported by public 
relief. 


I feel very strongly that married 


women, whose husbands insist upon 
keeping their jobs, should resign, 
Even though there are two sides to 
the question, I think that under cur- 
rent conditions, if such husbands 
will not work at home, then the 
wives should get fired. If so, un- 
employment would drop by a full 
million tomorrow!

Avoids Discussion 


Murphy carefully avoided any de- 


tailed discussion of his conduct as 
governor during the labor disputes, 
observing that when he appears be- 
fore the senate committee in con- 
nection with confirmation of his ap- 
pointment, it will be the first time 
he has chosen "to give my version". 


To criticism that he condoned sit- 


down strikes at Flint, Murphy ob- 
served that the situation required 
handling considerably different from 
the breaking of the Boston police 
strike. He referred to the action of 
Calvin Coolidge who, while governor 
of Massachusetts, broke the strike 
of Boston police by calling out the 
militia. 


Murphy concluded that he had not 


had time to study legislative pro- 
posals submitted to congress by his 
recently-resigned predecessor, 
Ho- 


mer S. Cummings.

Steel Employment 


Shows Increase In 
Month Of November 


(International News Service) 


NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—More than 


14,000 employes were added to the 
payrolls of the steel industry dur- 
ing November, raising the total em- 
ployed in the.industry to the high- 
est level in eight months, the Am- 
ericaii Iron and Steel institute re- 
ported today. 


A total of 450,000 employes were 


at work in the industry during No- 
vember, as against 436,000 in October 
and 551,000 in November, 1937, the 
institute said.. 


Monthly payrolls in November also 


increased materially over October, 
despite the smaller number of work- 
ing days. Total steel payrolls for 
November 
1933 amounted to $61,- 


054,000, compared with $56,176,000 
in the month before and $62,119,000 
in November, 1937.

The Human Side Of The News 


(By EDWIN C. HILL)

Eighteen years ago one of the 


truly great Presidents of the United 
States took the long, long trail 
Theodore Roosevelt. And on this 
day, the anniversary of his passing 
it is worth while, I think, to survey 
the milestones of his amazing and 
tempestuous career. In poor health 
and troubled with weak eyesight, he 
was a rancher in the Territory of 
Dakota in the 80's. 


The cowboys made a great deal of 


fun of the Eastern dude who didn't 
smoke or drink and who peered 
through thick-lensed spectacles as 
he talked in high-pitched tones. But 
the cowpunchers came to adore him 
to the last -man because they quick- 
ly learned what stuff there was In 
him: A reformer in the State Leg- 
islature, Lieut.-Col. of the Rough 
Riders, San Juan Hill. 


Of 
all his experiences in 
his 


crowded and exciting career, his 
happiest 
adventure was with the 


Rough Riders. Vice President of the 
United States by an accident of poli- 
tics. President by'the bullet of an 
assassin and again by his own vast 
popularity with the people. Builder 
of the Panama Canal. Creator of a 
strong foreign policy. Father of the 
modern navy and a new naval ef- 
ficiency, Enemy of unfair monopoly. 
True friend of the under-privileged 
to the day of his death. 


Perhaps his greatest hour was 


that day he returned from his hunt- 
ing trip to Africa. Practically every 
important figure in the land was on 
hand to greet him when he sailed up 
the Hudson River to the thunder of 
•the guns of the fleet and the roam- 
ing acclaim of a million people. It 
was in 1915 that the politicians, who 
hated him, tried to smash him with 
a libel suit brought by the most pow- 
erful Republican leader in the State 
of New York: William Barnes of 
AJbany against Theodore Roosevelt 
of the United States. 


Day after day, the most remark- 
i 


able witness I ever saw under cross- 
examination, he turned them aside 
with utter ease. Elihu Root had 
warned them. When William M 
Ivins, counsel for Mr. Barnes, ac- 
cused by Roosevelt of being a cor- 
rupt boss, boasted that he was going 
to nail Roosevelt's hide to the fence 
wise old Elihu Root said to Ivins: 


"Let me give you a piece of advice. 


I know Roosevelt, nnd^you want to 
be very sure that it is Roosevelt's 
hide you get on the fence." 


As Elihu Root foresaw, it was not 


Roosevelt's hide that was nailed to 
the fence. The hide belonged to Mr.

Barnes of Albany. Then the great 
war, his efforts to accuse his coun- 
trymen and his own deep personal 
disappointment 
at 
being 
refused 


permission to lead American troops 
in action. 


Not many months were left to 


Theodore Roosevelt after the war 
ended. Jungle fever, caught along 
the Brazilian River of Doubt, now 
El Rio Roosevelt, had wrecked his 
vitality. When Quentin, his young- 
est, was killed in air-fighting behind 
the German lines, the blow well- 
nigh crushed his spirit. The change 
was tragic to my eyes when I went 
out to see him at Oyster Bay. It was 
in his library there that, lie wrote 
his (tribute to Quentin, his fading 
sight dim with tears: 


"Only (hose are fit to live who do 


not fear to die. And none are fit to 
die who must have shrunk from the 
joy of life. Both life and death are 
parts of the same great adventure." 


He would most certainly have been 


renominated for President in 1920 
and as certainly re-elected, but it 
was not in the cards of fate. On the 
wintry Sunday night of January 
Fifth, 1919, he was very weary and 
in great pain, He said to Jnmes 
Amos, his valet, "Don't you think 


might go' to bed now?" That was 


his way of asking for the aid of 
James' arm. James had almost to 
lift him into bed. 


Mrs. Roosevelt was in and out, and 


about eleven o'clock kissed 
him 


•oodnight. The house was lit entirely 
by old-fashioned, lamps. Just after 
she left the room, he said: "James, 
vill you please put out the light." 
His last words. 


James Amos turned out all the 


amps except one, which cast a very 
dim glow. Hour after hour he sat, 
vatching by the bedside. At about 
our in the morning the ex-Presi- 
Icnt's breath quickened, then slow- 
ed, then stopped forever. His eyes 
vere closed. His face was perfectly 
it peace. 


That very morning the private 


rain of the King of Italy halted at 
he station in Modenn. The news- 
paper men left, their car to stretch 
heir legs on the station platform. 
Glancing through a window of the 
oyal coach, they saw a telegraph 
messenger deliver a cablegram to i 


the distinguished personage whose 
triumphal tour of Italy they were 
reporting. They watched emotions 
ripple over his face as he read the 
message—surprise, picy, then some- 
thing unfathomable. 


The cablegram, a s'neet of blue 


flimsy, fluttered unregarded to the 
floor of the coach, as the man who 
had read it stared into space. The 
news of the death of Theodore 
Roosevelt had come to Woodrow 
Wilson.
